Applicants respectfully submit the following amendments and remarks. 


IN THE CLAIMS 

Please anhend the claims as follows: 


46. (Amended) The filter as claimed in claim 1, wherein the smoke from charcoal 
filter cigarettes exhaled by smokers containing markedly low level of p-BSQ and 
is potentially less hazardous to passive smokers. 

47. (Amended) The filter of claim 1, wherein the mainstream smoke solution is 
incapable of producing significant oxidative damage to guinea pig lung 
microsomal proteins in vitro. 

48. (Amended) The filter of claim 1 comprising activated charcoal wherein the 
mainstream cigarette smoke containing very low level of p-BSQ is incapable of
